STAUKING HAY AND GRAIY.

An betwesn the two common
methods of preserving Lay and grain
from damage after they have been
harvested and properly eured, storing
under the shelter of a good barn will
unguestionably result in the least loss,
It Is, however, quite oflen necessary
to sinck at lonst n portion of one or
both from tho want of enough bLarn
room.  lo such cnses it Is highly ime
portant thut the stacks shonld & be
properly constencted, 1lora the safety
of the grain or liny depends largely on
the expertness of the man who builds
the stnek.  Any farm hand cnn‘__ piteh
hiny or sheaves of grain from o wagon,
but unless the sincker I a'man of
some oxperience in the business and
with a good eye for proportions nnd
ontlines, the stack Is quite certain to
bo foplty in shape, and probably so
topsided that one-hinlf of it will ofter
but littlo vesistanes to rain.

While the shape of a stack s very
fmportant, the manner of laying on
the hiny or sheaves while bollding it is
